For the infamation of those attending and to reiterate the facts to 
those present the lease stands as follows:

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Expiry date - June, 1975 
Present Rental Cost - $705.00 per month 


Choices: (a) to re lease with the same amount of floor space 
(b) to decrease to one half of the building as before 
(c) to take over the complete building 
(d) to move to a new location with lower rent 


Inclusion of capital expenditure items in the new lease: 


(a) Smoke removal systems 

(b) increased washroom facilities 

(c) Air Conditioning Systems 

(d) Renovations and general improvements 


The renewed lease for present area will include a rental increase of 
approximately 20%. Complete building facilities will run in the area 
of $1200.00 monthly. 


A committee has been formed to evaluate all possibilities and suggestions 
and a formal report will be made to the membership at the Annual 
General Meeting. 


The Annual General Meeting will decide on the terms and conditions 
of the new lease by vote. | 


The lease will be forwarded *t our lavyer for his recommendations and 
approval pricr ‘to signature. 


I would like everyone to think about the lease. What does it provide for 
you? What do you want it to provide for you? Get your thoughts and ideas 
together and be ready to come to the Annual General Meeting in January. Help 
us all make this decision wisely together!

Plans. are poy ott to complete items 1 and 2 as soon as possible with item 
remaining until after the Anrual General Meeting. After floorplan changes are 
finalized the washroom facilities will be modified in accordance with their 
specifications. We have requested permission from the City of Edmonton to 
extend the completion of the washrooms until the end of March, 1975.

Members, like any other public bar,are required to wait at the door until 
someone leaves providing the space that they occupy. This is, resulta nat of 
the ifanitoba Liquor Commission rules and it seems fair. They must follow this 
and we as guests’ in their city rust respect and follow it likewise.

SPICED ONIONS: 
5 lbs. small white onions - peeled of course!

1 qt. cider vinegar 1 heaping tsp. alum 
1 pint wine vinegar 1 pint wine 
2 bay leaves 2 pounds of brown sugar 


1 pkg. pickling spices (in gauze bag) 


Soak onions overnight in salted water. Drain and pack 
onions in a large jar with alum. Combine vinegar & wine 
vinegar, sugar, leaves and spices. Bring to boiling and 
hold for 4 minutes. Pour over the onions, seal or cover 
and let mature for 2 weeks. These are very delicious 
and stay nice and crisp. 


N.B. The best time to peel and tip the onions is when you 
have one helluva cold. This clears the head and creates 
NO TEARS.
